Demolition of the Kachina buildings took a 
very short time to complete. 
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When buildings are demolished, 
they come down in many 
different stages. Stage one is the 
preparation of the building, stage 
two destruction, then clearing 
away of the rubble. 
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As the dust and debris settled, It was apparent that we were on a mission 
to build a new state of the art civil hospital and this was just the 
beginning of many changes that we will see over the next three years. 


As a small group of about 20 people looked on, the first hit to the 
Patient Library took place at approximately 8AM on September 18" 
,2000. This has been along time coming. and for many of the staff it 
was almost as heart wrenching to see the wall fall as it will be exciting 
to watch the new hospital take shape.
